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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendments are non-compliant and 
Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Bleakely does not teach measuring the electrical conductivity. It is the 
Examiner's position that this is merely an intrinsic feature of Virtanen and Bleakely because Virtanen and Bleakely add the same materials 
in the same amounts which intrinsically have the same electrical conductivity. Nothing has been shown that monitoring an intrinsic property 
results in a different product from the prior art method. This is situation is analogous to making a buffer solution of, for example pH 7.0. 
One mixes the buffer ingredients to make the buffer with the expectation that the end pH will be 7.0. One does not have to monitor the pH 
every step of the way arrive there. Thus, is it novel to claim a method of making a pH 7.0 buffer by monitoring the pH every step of the way 
and stopping when it reaches 7.0? In the instant case, the art teaches making the same product with the same materials which intrinsically 
has the same electrical conductivity of the filtrate. In other words, nothing has been shown to demonstrate that the filtrate of Virtanen does 
not have the same electrical conductivity or that a meaningful result from this measurement is obtained to advance the art. Respectfully, the 
claims remain rejected at this time for the reasons of record and those discussed above. 

If a telephone interview to discuss the merits of the measuring of the electrical conductivity would be beneficial then the Examiner would 
welcome such a discussion at Applicant's request at this stage of prosecution. 
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
